can exercise his powers only with the 
consent and approval of the Japanese 
resident general.

Over 1,000 Prostrations. 


At 3 p. m. it -was estimated that

The hos- 
pitals nearest the route of the parade 
are crowded and they have abandoned 
all routine in the rush to take care of 
he cases that are coming in every 
minute. As a rule names of patients 
-were not taken. 
One of the most 


serious cases reported was that of an 
unidentified man taken to the Jeffer- 
son hospital.

put him in an ice bath and he broke 
ie nose of an attendant before he 
was subdued. 


The parade, which has gone beyond 


the expectations of its managers, is 
still in progress and many more cases 
of heat prostrations are expected be- 
fore the crowds disperse.

The Jam Was Terrific. 


The jam of people was terrific today 


and the greatest difficulty was experi- 
enced by the worn-out policemen in 
getting the prostrated persons out of 
tne crowds. Fortunately the prostra- 
tions as a rule -were of a milrl charac- 
ter and most of the patients were able 
to dispense with medical attention 
after short treatment. Reports up to 


Seoul, via Toklo. July IS.—Placards 


were posted in one of the thorough- 
fares calling for the death of all Jap- 
anese officials in Seoul. The ministers

PullB Throttle Wide Open. 


After leaving Adair Merksen pulled 


the throttle wide open and got the 
train under a terrific speed. The train 
tore through the next town at a rate 
of sixty miles an hour. 


The fireman knew the train had a 


meeting point at 
Atlantic, 
twenty 


three miles distant, and tried to quiet 
the crazed engineer without success 
The train's speed increased and Merk 
sen gave no heed to the grades, going 
down hills at a speed that threatened 
to dash the train into the ditch.

whose circuits cover more than one 
county will continue to receive the 
S300 a year for traveling expenses 
that was allowed them by the legisla- 
ture of 1903, according to a decision 
handed down this morning by Judge 
Vinson Carter, of the superior court. 
The case is one that has excited con- 
siderable interest among judges and 
attorneys generally over the state, as 
it affects a majority of the circuit and 
superior judges of Indiana. 


The decision was made as a ruling 


on a demurrer filed by 
Auditor of 


State John Billheimer. The judge in 
question was Joseph H. Shea, of Sey- 
mour. The circuit in question covers 
more than one county and Judge Shea 
applied to the state for the $300 due 
him by the act of 1903 for traveling 
expenses. 


Auditor Billheimer, for 
the 
state, 


raised the question whether or not 
the last legislature did not repeal the 
provisions of the 1903 act in the meas- 
ure passed placing the salary of cir- 
cuit and superior judges at $3,500 a 
year. This 1907 act contains the state- 
ment that "no other or different salary 
allowance shall be made or paid by 
the state." 
On this provision the objection of 


the state was made. Auditor Billhei- 
mer contending that the $3nn addition- 
al traveling expenses provided for in 
1903 was an additional salary allow- 
ance.

Georgia has enacted, or is about to 


enact, a prohibition statute. In many 
southern states the sale of liquor has 
been greatly restrained through the 
operation of local option laws. Louis- 
ville is now going through a period of 
law enforcement which 
the whisky 


people do not enjoy. 
We have from 


time to time called attention to what 
has been and is being done in certain 
parts of Indiana. So strong is the anti- 
saloon feeling that even the saloon 
men themselves in certain towns have 
found it f.uvisable to obey the law, 
though, as far as the authorities were 
concerned, they were not under the 
least necessity of doing so. 
In the 


News of Monday we told of the action 
of the saloon keepers at Linton. They 
have compelled every saloon in the 
town to close on Sunday and holidays, 
and during the prohibited hours. Each 
man pledged himself to forfeit $25 for 
failure to keep the agreement, and all 
volunteered to assist in the prosecu- 
tion of any lawbreaker. Not only that, 
but n saloon keepers' committee has 
offered a reward of $25 for any infor- 
mation leading to the conviction of 
any saloon keeper selling on Sunday. 


These men are entitled to credit 


rather for than- intelligence than their 
good 
citizenship. 
Their action is 


properly regarded as largely dictated 
by motives 
of 
self-protection. ' The 


temperance people have lately been 
very active at Linton. Last week the 
Citizens' League successfully opposed 
the granting of a license to an appli- 
cant. As this wa?, the first time that 
such an application had ever been op- 
posed, it created something of a sensa- 
tion. Two other 
applications were 


fought by the Citizens' League. This 
effort was not successful, but the case 
will go to the courts. And besides the 


. saloon men shrink from any further 
contests of the sort. The question thus 
presented was whether the saloons 
should rlo husiness legally or cease to 
do business altogether. At Linton the 
former alternative was adopted. Last 
Sunday there was not a saloon open, 
and everybody seemed pleased to have 
it so. Even the saloon men were sat- 
isfied. 


The 
issue, of 
course, 
is plain 


enough to any one who is not blinded 
by greed, or debased by saloon poli- 
tics. The people are going to have the 
liquor laws enforced. 
They do not 


care what political deals may he made 
between men in office and the liquor 
peonle. or what concessions may be 
made by the former to the latter. No 
such bargain will be allowed to stand, 
and no such concessions will he re- 
spected. The laws will he enforced, 
because all the signs of the times in- 
dicate that the people are determined 
that they shall be enforced. Not only 
that, but the movement asainst the

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saloon itself as an institution is most 
formidable. The people may conclude 
that they have had enough of ihe sa- 
loon even when it obeys the faw. All 
decent meii are disgusted with the li- 
cense which it demands, with its dirty 
politics, with its alliances with gam- 
bling heils and disorderly houses, with 
its avowed policy-'of saturating a com- 
munity. So strong has this feeling of 
antagonism grown that many refuse 
to believe that there can be such a 
thing as a law-abiding, decently man- 
aged, non-political saloon. If a suffi- 
cient number of men reach that con- 
clusion the saloon will surely go. 


Apparently our saloon 
men 
and 


brewers in Indianapolis, including the 
alien from Terre Haute, do not under- 
stand the situation. They make no 
pretense of obeying the law, and' the 
city administration makes no pretense 
of enforcing it. The liquor interest Is 
the only one, as far as we know, that 
demands as a right the' privilege of 
setting aside the law. And what it de- 
mands is freely granted. So we have 
saloons open seven days in the week, 
on holidays and as late at night as it 
is profitable to keep open. We have 
our saloon and brewery politics. We 
have saloon agents, such as Joe Bell 
and John Ruckelshaus, actively cam- 
paigning in the legislature to defeat 
uiKfl -icpnsp. And we have the brew- 
eries dictating nominations for 
the 


logislature and controlling elections. 
The men who do all these things do 
not seem to suspect that tho people 
feel any sense of outrage and humilia- 
tion. All that they see is the chance 
to make money; and the only feeling 
that they alive is that the law stands 
in the way of their making money. 


Meanwhile, all over the country, the 


fight is on against the liquor'traffic. 
It is the most remarkable manifesta- 
tion of the times. North and south, 
east and west, wherever we turn, we 
find anti-saloon leagues and citizens' 
leagues working with the utmost de- 
termination and with 
great success 


against the liquor business. As we 
have pointed out. the intelligent liquor 
organs have shown their alarm at the 
situation. In other towns the men en- 
gaged in the husiness 
have 
taken 


warning, and have resolved to observe 
the law and to make themselves as 
unobnoxious as possible. But in In- 
dianapolis the old game is still being 
played. With a stupidity that it is 
hard to understand the war against 
the people and their laws is still gb'ing 
on. and there seems to be no idea that 
the people will fight hack. There is 
no institution in the United States at 
the present moment—not even -the 
Standard Oil company—that is as un- 
popular as the saloon is.

This Is a very popular dish in England and on the Con- 


tinent aad finds appreciation by many who would not eat 
cabbage in any other way. 
Select a firm head of cabbage, 


green or red, pick clean and lay in salted water for an 
hour, pulling the leaves apart, but not breaking them off. 
Drain, put into boiling salted water and cook fifteen minutes. 
Drain and cool. Have ready a forcemeat made of a pint 
Italian chestnuts mixed with an equal quantity sausage meat, 
mashed potato and sausage, or a cup and a half chopped 
roast beef, mutton, or veal, with half as much fine crumbs 
and weak stock to moisten and herbs to season. Cut out the 
stalk of the cabbage, leaving a cavity large enough for the 
forcemeat. 
Pack in, -wrap the cabbage in a crocheted net 


made for the purpose or a piece of cheesecloth, then sim- 
mer slowly in a saucepan witjb. a cup of broth well seasoned. 
Cook for an hour and a half, tightly covered, remove

Harry Brokaw, Former Ft. 


Wayne Man, Drowns at 


Terre Haute. 


Terre Haute, Ind.. July IS.—What 


appears to have been the most clever- 
ly planned suicide ever carried out in 
Terre Haute was committed yester- 
day, 
when Harry Brokaw, 27 years 


old, plunged into the "Forty-foot Hole" 
in the Wabash river and drowned 
after fighting away his comrades who 
attempted to rescue him. 


Brokaw Is said to have been des- 


pondent for several weeks because of 
trouble with his sweetheart. He had 
been employed for several months at 
The Terre Haute house. He had often 
boasled of having Indian blood in his 
veins, and for this reason he was a 
character of considerable 
Interest 


about the hotel. 


Tuesday night Brokaw Is said to 


have been discovered in a very sullen 
and despondent mood by one of the 
hotel employes, who asked the cause 
of his grief. 


"My girl has turned me down," said 


Brokaw, "and she 
will be mighty 


sorry for it before long." 


None of the hotel employes knew 


who the girl was. 
The young man 


hailed from Indianapolis, but came 
here from Muncie several months ago, 
where he was employed in a hotel. 
He often visited the Y. M. C. A. swim- 
ming pool with friends, but could not 
swim, and had always shown timidity 
in the water. His friends could never 
induce him to go beyond the depths of 
a few feet. 


Yesterday in company with Sam 


Martin, Bud Powell and Logan Cam- 
bran, other employes of the hotel, 
Brokaw went to the west end of the 
Big Four bridge. 
The young men 


stripped themselves of their clothing 
and Brokaw plunged into the river. 
At this point the water is more than 
forty feet deep. He struggled in the 
water an instant and then sank. 
When his companions realized that he 
could not swim they formed a human 
chain and one of them caught his 
hands. 
He turned and struck the 


would-be rescuer a heavy blow In the 
face and sank for the last time. His 
body was recovered at 3:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 


FORMER FORT WAYNE MAN. 


Brokaw Resided In This City Until a 


Year Ago, 


News of the young man's death was 


conveyed by telegraph 
Wednesdaj' 


evening to Leonard Brokaw, a brother, 
residing west of Fort Wayne. 
The 


deceased was the son of Robert H. 
Brokaw, who was for many years a 
resident of Fort Wayne, but who re- 
moved to Indianapolis about seven 


years ago. The young man left Fort 
Wayne about a year ago. He leaves 
the parents at Indianapolis, a sister, 
Mrs. E. J. Gebhart, of Peru, and two 
brothers—Leonard and Frank Bro- 
kaw, of Fort Wayne. 


Indianapolis dispatches quote the 


father as saying that he could not un- 
derstand why his son should commit 
suicide. 
He said it was his under- 


standing that the boy could swim, and 
asserted that he knew nothing of any 
love affair that he might have had. 
An Indianapolis undertaker was sent 
to Terre Haute to take charge of the 
remains. 


Harry Brokaw was n young man of 


about twenty-five years of age and 
previous to the time that '.is left this 
city he was employed by the various 
hotels and held a similar place at the 
Terre Haute House at the time of his 
death. When he lived here he was 
never 
known to have made any 


threats to take his life, but had been 
known on several occasions to ask, 
"Oh, 
what's the use of living?" He 


had been subject .to epileptic fits, but 
at this time no cause can be ascribed 
for his act, if it really was suicide. 
Mrs. Leonard Brokaw said this after- 
noon when interviewed that she knew 
no particulars about the death and 
could not tell whether it was a sui- 
cide or not. Just last Tuesday night 
a letter was reecived 
by Leonard 


Brokaw from his brother Harry, stat- 
ing that everything was all right and 
that he was saving money and had 
started a bank account. He said that 
as soon as he saved enough money he 
was going to Missouri to work. By 
the tone of his letter he seemed to 
be in high spirits and not at all de- 
pressed. 


The two brothers left the city this 


morning for Indianapolis to join their 
father and it is not known here what 
will be done with the remains. 
He 


has a brother lying in the cemetery 
here and as this was his home for 
many years 
it is thought that he 


would have preferred 
to be buried 


here. It is possible, however, that his 
father will want him buried in Indi- 
anapolis and his relatives here are 
awaiting news from that city.

at the dedication of the new Presby- 
terian building of Winona Tuesday 
evenins?, in the presence of a large 
crowd "of happy persons who gathered 
-with the trustees and officers of the 
association to celebrate the victory 
of a great achievement—the magni- 
ficent building recently 
completed 


for the accommodation of the rapidly 
growing assembly constituency in the 
summer months and the caring for 
the members of the boys' academy 
during the school term. 
The building has been completed 


at a cost of fully 580,000 and was op- 
ened to the public July 1st. when the 
formal opening of Tuesday evening 
was nlanned and program arranged. 
The hotel is in charge of Mrs. A. J. 
Atkinson, formerly of the Delano at 
Indianapolis. The hostlery is well lo- 
cated and convenient in approach 
from the assembly grounds and audi- 
torium and at no great distance from 
the point where the future interurban 
depot will be located. 
It is entered 


through a large pergola, which will m 
due season be covered with flowering 
vines and will have tressel way pas- 
sage from pillar to pillar, yet, m a 
manner, will appear in the open. The 
wide verandas are well provided with 
rustic chairs and all the comforts ot 
the enticing resting place. 


Lobby is Beautiful. 


The lobby of the building is spa- 


cious and the floor is a rare specimen 
of figured tile. The 
area 
is 
3,700 


square feet. 
The material was do- 


nated by the various tile manufac- 
turies of the United States, aad the 
artistic settings, which would figure 
over 150,000, were placed by appren- 
tices from the department for boys in 
the "tile setters department" of the 
TVlnona Technical institute. As soon 
as the visitor sets ioot within the 
building he comes in contact with the 
fine accomplishments of the Winona 
movement as it touches the boy life 
in the trades and accomplishments of 
usefulness, as well as the arts and 
sciences. 
The Corinthian pillars are 


of solid oak, which are made stately 
in appearance by the soft coloring of 
the "walls and the rugged simplicity 
of the mission furniture of weathered 
oak. 
In one corner of the lobby is a 


tidy cozy corner, which has the dec- 
orations o£ soft brown shades, which 
predominate in the color schemes of 
the furnishings, heavy rugs and drap- 
eries.

A Fort Wayne pigeon now holds the 


record for a 1,000-mile flight and that 
bird is Hagen .1-4641. belonging toT)r. 
John Schilling, of this city. The bird 
came in Wednesday at 3:39 from Abi- 
lene., Texas., a distance of I.Opfl mlies, 
having cut the record time in two. 
The bird was liberated at Abilene on 
Monday morning at 5:40, accomplish- 
ing the 1,000 miles in the remarkable 
time of two days, nine hours and thir- 
tv minutes. This Is the world's rec- 
o'rd and no time like that has ever 
been made before for a similar dis 
tancc."
